B of A Survey 
Predicts Use 
Of Rebates 

Wil'.ai will Californians 'lo 
witli their money if l.lie 
govonimeni approves t h e 
reesident’s proposal for an 
income tax rebate this year? 

Bank of America ha.s just 
completed a poll to come up 
willi .some an.swers. 

Of tlio 6250 piHiple ques¬ 
tioned, the large.st mimlier, 
30 T)er cent, said tticy wouid 
put tlieir mont'j- in savi.ng.-^. 
3’lie next largest group, 16 
per cent, said they would 
use their rebalcj,; to pay 
l)ills. 

Sc'vcn per cent of the ,par¬ 
ticipants would' save part of 
the money and spend the 
rest, whereas six per cent 
would pul the money in 
Ihoii cliecking aceo'onts. An- 
otlier .six p^r cent would use 
it to buy grex-eries, clothing 
and smaller items. 

Five per cent of lilie peo¬ 
ple said they’d “'bank” 
their cliecks, hut didn’t spe¬ 
cify What type of account. 
An additional five per cent 
decided to .split the cheek, 
paying bills with part of it 
and saving the rest. 

Only four per cent, ac¬ 
cording to the research, 
would use the moiic??,' for a 
vacation, and another four 
per cent .said they, t(X). 
would -spend it, withoi'.<t 
specifying how.

Janet Wood 
Mokes Talk 

Janet Wcxxl, historian for 
the Sierra Madre Historical 
Society and member of a 
pic new' family, will give a 
slide talk of early Sierra 
Madre to the Arcadia His¬ 
torical Society. This will bo 
held Thur.sday evening, 
March 20, 7:30, at the Ar¬ 
cadia iOiiblic Libra.ry. Visi¬ 
tors are most welcome. 

.Mrs. Wood lias a collection 
of 80 slides of early Sierra 
Madre ivom.es and placx's of 
liistorical interest. Many of 
the places incliuded in her 
talk can be seen on the 
Scenic Sights of Yesteryear 
Bus Tour given by the Sierra 
Madre Historical Society’ c>n 
April 19 and 20. And site has 
interesting stories and in¬ 
formation to aceempany her 
talk. 

Land fc^r tlie city of Sierra 
Madre was first pureha.sed 
in tlie early 1880’s by Natii- 
iiniel Carter from Lucky 
Baldwin and John Ric'hard- 
son. Mr. Carter, a New Eng¬ 
lander and an excellent real 
estat(* promoter, divided tlie 
laiid into 40-by-40 acre plots. 
Mrs. Wood’s great grand¬ 
mother was among the first 
purcliasers of tire land in 
1882. Her home, called the 
old Hawk’s place, is still 
maintalncxl, every well kept 
board held up by the old 
square nails, by Janet W<x>d'. 

Mrs. Wood’s talk was en¬ 
joyed by the Sierra Madre 
Women’s Club when she 
was program speiikcr for 
their March 12 meeting.

The fa.mous Wistaria Vine 
has been visited by thou¬ 
sands of people from all 
over tlie world since the first 
puldic siiowing was dield in 
the sprm^T of 1916. Tlio vinc- 
is the “Chinese La.xender” 
variety of Wistaria with 
blossoms a foot long, where¬ 
as others of this species are 
purple and much smallc*;. 
It is regarded as a,n out¬ 
standing example of Cali- 
fornia’.s luxiuriant vegetation 
and at one time grew so pro¬ 
fusely that the roof of th(' 
dwelling to which it spread 
caved in. 

The vine was originally 
planted in April 1894 by 
Mrs. William F. Bnigman 
who d'rove by horse and 
buggy to a nursery in Mon¬ 
rovia and purchased the 
plant i,n a gallon can for 
75 cents. 

First cultivated in the Fa.r 
Ea.st wlierp the Chinese u.sed 
i.ho .spreading lavender flow¬ 
ered vines to enhance the 
pergolas of the royal pal¬ 
aces, the plant was intro¬ 
duced to the West in 13th 
Century .and quickly became 
popular. IIowp\'er, nowhere 
has it thrived more than in

Not Like Father! 

Thp fiscal economy pitch of Governor Edmund G. 
Brown, Jr. gets better with the passing days. The man 
apparently means what ho says about superfluous spending. 

In a recent lay-down-the-law session with a group of 
criminal justice planners, Brown said the Romans used 
to have a saying about wlio will “guard the guards.” . 

“I want to know who will plan the planners,” he said. 
“We have more plans and data exports on how to win 
the war on crime and we are not winning. We are losing.” 

The Governor wanted to know what California had 
gotten for the $200,000,000 in U.S. funds it has spent under 
the federal Law Enforcement Assistance Act. 

"It’s time to Ixj honest and ask yourself what you 
have done to curb crime. Are the streets safer in Los 
Angeles or San Francisco or Oakland or anywhere be¬ 
cause of tlie $200 million plus that has been spent by 
regional plans, by the state plan? Can you honestly answer 
that? I don’t think you can,” he told the audience of 
directors and local chairmen of the California Criminal 
Justice Planning program. The Governor’s tart remarks 
followed his action in suspending funding of the $64,000,000 
a year effort to determine what results it achieves. 

“We have nothing but plans,” Brown said. “I think 
now is the lime for action. I am sure there may be some 
good programs, but I want to take a good hard look at 
it. Where they can stand on their merits, I intend to 
support them, but I also see this country spending money 
it doesn’t have. If someone on the street corner docs that 
it’s called a crime — cashing checks with insufficient 
funds. Don’t call it federal, state, local or regional money. 
It’s our money.” 

The Governor suggested that it mgiht be well for 
California to set an example for the rest of the country 
and refuse federal funds for such purposes and live with 
its own budget. A member of the group said “that’s ridicu¬ 
lous.” The Governor responded, “If that is ridiculous, then 
we are in big trouble in this country.” 

If Brown were a Republican they would be hanging 
him in effigy. He might make it yet, but the taxpayers 
like it. 

That Gambling Jazz 

The arguments over legalizing gambling on sport 
events and just plain lotteries and the like haven’t 
changed much in half a century. 

Recently there have been a series of hearings on the 
subject by a special federal gambling study commission. 
Most all of the sports czars said it would taint their 
enterprises. The chairman of the commission, Charles H. 
Morin, said he hasn’t made up his mind on the subject 
but that the sports organizations failed to make a very 
convincing case against legalized gambling: “Are they 
offering convincing arguments? No, they’re not. They’re 
saying they can live with gambling if it’s illegal but 
not if it’s legal.” 

Then of course there is the tough argument that it 
is alright to gamble on horse races but nothing else. 

Morin added, “What becomes shockingly clear is 
that no one has any knowledge of the amount of gambling 
that is going on in this country. No one who has come 
before us knows.” Most people do gamble in one way 
or another, if only over who can beat whom to the 
corner. Probably a great number of people figure If It’s 
okay to bet on horses, why not on dogs, elephants, foot¬ 
ball or whatever. That approach, however, has the dis¬ 
advantage of consistency. 


Highway Funds 


President Ford’s release of $2 billion in impounded 
highway funds to bolster the economy by creating some 
hundred thousand new jobs has brought forth several 
interesting observations. 

The Governor of Utah has asked that the federal 
government not require states to provide matching funds 
to qualify for the grants. 

The Highway Users Federation editorializes in ap¬ 
proval: 

“Right now, our highway network is deteriorating 
at a rate 50 per cent faster than it is being rebuilt. Given 
rising costs, there are serious questions as to whether the 
interstate system will ever be completed unless funding 
levels are increased.” 

'Then there are people who would be perfectly happy 
if no more highways were built no matter what tax¬ 
payer pocket is tapped to pay for them. 


A Political Plum 


Fun and games never stop in legislative halls, be they 
in Washington, D.C., Sacramento, a city council or mos¬ 
quito abatement district. The urge to run a whizzer sur¬ 
faces periodically. 

In Sacramento a neat little proviso was tacked onto 
a bill setting up public funding of elections to provide 
legislators free once-a-week trips to their home dis¬ 
tricts while in office. The measure somehow didn’t pro¬ 
vide challengers for legislative seats free trips to Sac¬ 
ramento once a week to hold press conferences. 

This is one extra goodie that scarcely qualifies for 
inclusion in an austerity budget, or any other. 

A Reverse Switch 

^ Not too many high school graduates these days seem 
to get eredit for even being able to read and write, thus 
it is refreshing to learn that there are a good number 
who obviously can. 

In fact there are many who excel in the English 
language and thye’re being given special recognition by 
the State University and Colleges system, according to 
Chancellor Glen S. Dumke. 

Successful passage by high school students of a unique 
English testing program devised by the State University 
and Colleges system permits skill^ youngsters to move 
directly into advanced academic coursework and gives 
them credit for two completed courses in college fresh¬ 
man English. In the two years the exam has been given 
nearly a third of those tested have passed it, gone into 
advanced work and averaged grades of “B” or higher 
at the college level. 

As Chancellor Dumke notes much attention has been 
focused lately on poorly prepared sutdents and the growth 
of “dumbbell English” courses in our colleges. Now he 
says it’s time to recognize that at the other end of the 
scale there are many others who are demonstrably skilled. 

While all this may seem a strange way to evaluate 
accomplishment in such a fundamental skill as reading 
and writing, it is welcome news that those youngsters 
who do achieve are being recognizde in a meaningful 
way for their effort.
